ANTENNA FACTS 


*Sid Rosenbaum 
Best wire for antennas is 14 or 12 gauge of stranded copper or phosphor bronze. 
If a two ire antenna is erected the wires should be at least two feet apart. If dis- 
tance apart is less than two feet apart it would be just as well to use one ‘ire, 
A two wire ontonna will?bring in a stronger signal than a single wire of tae seme 
length but ncwhere twice as strong. And ths same appliee to a three wire antenna. 
Fadio impulses travel on the surface of a:vire. A wire might as well be noléow as it 
adds little to the signal strength. 
The location of an antenna is very important and it is best to erect over aarth, with 
nothing between the wire ami earth but air. Lead-ins should be ae short as possible 
and can be of vare or insulated wire, but there is no advantege in either. 
The higher and longer an antermma the stronger the signal, but unfortunately, tne louder 
will be ail forms of interference, An antenna has no power of selection, but takes 
exactly what the ether gives. 
A high antenna brings in strong signals but also lots of static or interference, if 
present, As the antema is lowered, the signal strength becomes less, but it does not 
fall off as repidly as statics In other words, a low antenna give a material gain in 
the ratio of signal to static. By a low antenn® we mean one oniy five, ten, or fif- 
teen feet high or at least less than thirty feet high, It is generally thought thet 
thirty feet is the right height for an antenna, but tals is not based on an exact rule 
because the best height is one that fite conditions. 
Modern receivers seem to operate best on antennas not over seventy-five feet long and 
it ie well to exreriment with the length always considering selectivity, static, end 
other interference. : 
An indoor cngenn® will not deliver as strong impulses to a receiver, but it tsvally 
increases selectivity and reduces tne effect of static and other forms of interference. 


Sid tells us these facts were compiled from items in various publications between 1924 
and 1930,* Sid adds, "It must be remembered that receivers in the earlier days of rad- 
io dependsd on a good antenna for much of ite recaption pull due to the high cost of 
tubes and the fact that receivers then seldom ran cover six tubes." Sid concludes that 
surely a lot of cur younger members might find the above article interesti.g,

As you well know, this Diver was 
bitten by the long wave bug this season and.as a result made a rather comprelicnsive 
survey of tuet band. It is the purpose of this musing to give my findings, conclus-~ 
ions ani advice to those who might contemplate giving the low band a whirl. Perheps a 
LY musing has no place. in DX NEWS but I feel this study may be of some interest and 
value, Reswits: Reports were mailed to 46 marine and aircraft beecon stations, With 
each report a PP card was enclosed. Only 32 stations have verified to iate. Of these 
verified stations, three failed to list their power. Of the rem&ining statious, two 
operate with more than 1 kyv., two use from 700 to 750 watts, four are betveen 370 and 
400 watts, tvo are in the 250 watt clues, l+ operate with anywhere from 100 to 150 
watts, and five are of really flea power variety using 50 watte or less. How do these 
stations get out? Looking at the map I find 19 stations are under <00 miles, nine are 
betwean 200 and 499 miles, and only four fall in the 500-1,000 mile brakket. No LW 
station 1as been received over 1,000 miles. Conclusions: Many: low’ powered stations 
that do not get out very far. The main reason is no doubt the QRM situation. Would 
estimate that over 99% of the beacon stations operate. on a 24-hour schedule, so it's 
far worse then BCB. Future outlook for this Dxer: If lucky I might add ten or 15 more 
beacons to the log. IW should produce some nice. TA DX‘when the-sunspots diminish and 
it might be possible to add ten or 12. broadcast stations from across the Atloutic. On- 
ly TA verified at present is Allouis, France, on 164 ke/s.
